Eisenhower was born in Denison, Texas, on October. 14, 13890. 
He was actually named David Dwight, which is the way the 
name was first entered in the family Bible. His real name did not 
matter much, because from the earliest years he was known ‘as 
Ike. 

The theory that ‘‘Ike’’ was derived in the first instance from 
a childhood mispronunciation of ‘‘Dwight’’ does not hold water, 
because, at one time or another, the other Eisenhower boys were 
also called Ike. Eisenhower himself told me that the nickname 
disappeared during his high school years and he thought that he 
had left it behind for good. Then at West Point, quite spontaneously 
and without reference to the past, it cropped up again. 

At Columbia somebody asked him if he preferred to be ad- 
dressed as ‘General’ or ‘“President.’’ He replied, “‘I’ll always 
answer best to the name of Ike.” But almost the only person close 
to him (except General Marshall) who never used ‘“‘Ike’”’ was his 
remarkable mother. She didn’t like any nicknames. In fact the 
change from ‘David Dwight’’ to ““Dwight David’’ came because she 
hated him to be called ‘‘Dave.”’ 

The family came from the Rhineland region of Germany, 
in the Palatinate, and the name was originally Eisenhauer and 
did not become Eisenhower until 1790. Three Eisenhauer brothers 
set sail for the United States in about 1732, and settled in Pennsyl-

They emigrated to the 
United States in the 1730's. Ida was born in Virginia in 1862 and 
moved to Kansas with her family in 1883. She, too, was decply 
religious, and an ardent pacifist. 


IDA ELIZABETH DOMINATED DAVID 


David and Ida Elizabeth were married in 1885. She was a 
stronger character than her husband. She dominated him, pro- 
tected him, rescued him from various catastrophes, hid the fact 
that he was a failure, ran the household with durable vivacity, 
worked her fingers to the bone, lived every moment fruitfully. and 
struggled to educate her children. 

On marrying Ida, David set up a merchandise shop. It failed. 
There was much scandal over the failure. David fled from the 
community in humiliation and disgrace, and, leaving his wife and 
their two young sons behind, pushed on alone to Denison, Texas, 
where he got a job as a shop foreman in the railway yards. ‘‘My 
-father failed twice,’’: Eisenhower said once. ‘‘Each time, my mother 
just smiled and worked harder.”’ : 

Id& joined David in Denison in 1890. When, two years later, 
the family was enabled to move back to Abilene, Kansas, David 
got a job as a night watchman and mechanic in the big local 
creamery operated by the Brethren, but he never earned much 
money; the family was always poor. David died in 1942 at the 
age of 79. 

In the early days, Kansas was raw, crude, violently alive, 
copiously fertile not merely in meat and corn but in ideas. On the 
one hand it was the home of some of the fanciest excrescences 
ever produced by the American frontier, on the other it was 
the home of the most tenacious and bigoted form of Bible-beit 
puritanism. The mere fact that Dwight Eisenhower was brought 
up in the 1890’s in a town as refractory as Abilene gave strong 


impetus to the development of his character. 

David and Ida Elizabeth had seven sons, of whom one died in 
infancy. No greater tribute could be paid the mother than the 
success in life reached by the six stalwart, enterprising boys, 
after a childhood miserably poor. The family was an absolute 
unit for many years so far as the fundamental virtues were 
concerned—sobriety, thrift, strict moral standards, hard work— 
but everybody was allowed to sprout intellectual wings for him- 
self. Nobody put blinkers on these boys. They learned from ex- 
perience, and found their ideological levels on their own. 


PROUD OF ALL SONS 


The mother was fond of all six; perhaps Milton, the youngest, 
was the closest to being a favorite. When, after the war, General 
Eisenhower was en route home to Abilene, a well-meaning neighbor 
said to her, ‘“‘You must be very. proud of your son, Mrs. Ejisen- 
hower.’’ The old lady replied imperturbably, ‘“‘which one?’’ In 
any case Ida Elizabeth Stover Eisenhower lived long enough to 
see Dwight David become _ of the two or three most important 
and popular men in the world and still as unspoiled and modest as 
hé had been as a child fifty years before. She died on September 
11, 1946, aged 84. 

Eisenhower, talking about her these days, somewhat inno- 
cently likes to point out that she was never a ‘“‘meek” pacifist. 
He stresses her intensity, her fierceness, and it rather shocks 
him to recall that she told him once, ‘‘Never forget that they who 
live by the sword will perish by the sword.” 

She told Eisenhower when he was ten: “If you want an educa- 
tion, go out and get it.’’ Any attempt to get something for nothing, 
she thought, was not only doomed to failure but was downright 
criminal. Her teaching was based on such homely precepts as the 
virtue of initiative and the fact that the essence of life was struggle.

So now the GOP has a general for 
a candidate—a Kansas Republican. He 
is, somehow, a different kind of gen- 
eral from some others who have suc- 
cumbed to political lures in the past. He 
is a man who has been a leader of sol- 
diers and civilians, who has worked with 
diverse groups of people of every lan- 
guage and creed—a product of the 20th 
century atomic era which says America 
can no longer isolate itself behind its 
ocean borders. :

Georgia Needs Eggs 
As Well as Broilers 


Georgia’s climb to the top in the field 
of poultry production is reflected by 
three recent announcements of new busi- 
ness or business expansion in the state. 

The Swift’ and Company poultry 
processing plant at Gainesville will be 
doubled in size In the plant where 
230 employees now pick and dress 4,000 
chickens an hour, the payroll will go up 
to 400 and the chicken capacity to 4,000 
chickens an hour. 

At the same time the Swanson Com- 
pany, said to be the world’s biggest poul- 
try processor, announced the setting up 
in Atlanta of a division office and re- 
vealed that it is considering a plant for 
this area. 

And at Athens the State Department 
of Agriculture has put up its first egg- 
handling plant, purpose of which is to 
promote egg production. 

These developments are welcome, all 
three of ‘them. But the egg-processing 
plant gets our especial interest. 

We've done right well by broilers. 
The long, low chicken houses are turn- 
ing frying chickens out as fast as the 
consumer can eat them. 

But the state still imports too many 
eggs, for the hatchery and for the table. 
Along with the fryers, we need more 
layers.

Our Peach Crown Rests 


On Beauty, Not Bushels 


Summer is the season for contests, 
the time for queens. 

Shapely young ladies with pretty 
faces and other important, though less 
obvious talents, vie for coveted crowns. 

This time of year there rises, too, 
the perennial claim that South Carolina 
has usurped Georgia on the peach 


throne. 


True, according to Commerce de- 
partment statistics, our neighbor across 
the Savannah has outproduced us re- 
cently and is expected to market 500,- 
000 bushels more peaches this year than 
we will in Georgia. The reason: South 
Carolinians have planted more peach 
trees. 

Yet, in spite of the statistical reports, 
we Georgians refuse to concede a thing. 

Crowns are won and held on quality, 
not quantity.

The Old Guard 
Is Not Yet Dead 


CHICAGO—The GOP Old Guard centered 
in the Midwest, rallying for the third time 
in a cozen years behind Sen. Robert A. Taft, 
has suffered its most spectacular defeat. 
Whether it is decisive depends upon what 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower and his now- 
triumphant cohorts make of it. 


The significance of the Taft defeat was 
in its nature rather than its extent. For the

voted to becoming presi- 
dent of the United States. 
7 The Old Guard is not 
. dead, not by any means. 
‘ While it has lost the last 
four conventions to the 
moderates, it has won in 
every Congress. This ap- 
parent paradox is because 
of the seniority rule in 
Congress. Through long tenure due to Re- 
publican complexion of the Midwest, its 
members move up to key posts in the na- 
tional legislative body just as do South- 
erners in the Democratic Party, and so exer 
cise dominant control. 


With their backs to the wall, the Ola 
Guard reserted to ruthless tactics which, due 
to circumstances, were exposed fully and 
graphically to produce a public reaction that 
can be capitalized successfully if the gen- 
eral is as bold in the new field of politics 
in which he is being initiated as he was on 
the field of battle. 


First among these circumstances was the 


cold-blooded way the Taft forces, operating 
through their majority in the national com- 
mittee, seized control of the convention ma- 
chinery. They not only named the officers, 
which would mean little to the public, but 
they also made out the list of speakers on 
the formal program who paraded across the 
platform in full view of the television to 
record not only their paunches and their 
wrinkles and their politically-weathered vis- 
ages, but also the views they hold about 
issues. They turned out to be so many 
voices out of the past, by and large. 

Sharp was the contrast with the clean-cut, 
younger men, including governors of some of 
our more progressive states, who appeared 
before the convention—and your television— 
on behalf of General Eisenhower. 

They were not on the program arranged 
originally by the Taft forces. They got to 
the stage because of another circumstance 
which, in the end, had so much to do with 
the ultimate decisions of the convention,,and 
which further exposed the methods and man- 
ners of the Old Guard wing. 

This was the chicanery and trickery prac- 
ticed by bosses of the Southern Republican 
oligarchy aligned with the senator. That 
offered up the moral issue always so per- 
suasive with our people. This is an old, old 
story in our politics. But this year, for the 
first time, it became a national story be- 
cause of the-challenge by Eisenhower en- 
thusiasts in the South and because, as the 
convention neared, it became evident that 
Southern delegates might become the de- 
cisive factor in the neck-and-neck struggle 
for the nomination.

Taking a Look 


At Hoover Record 


WASHINGTON—After bemoaning the loss 
of our liberties and engaging in a lot of other 
hokum about free men being destroyed in 
America, former President Hoover, in his 
address to the Republican national conven- 
tion this week, invaded the field of foreign 
policy and sought to set himself up as a mas- 
ter of military strategy. 

Attacking the policies to which we are 
committed in Western Europe, he laid down 

the proposition that they 

will impose upon us eco- 

nomic burdens which we 

cannot carry. He is 

frightened by the price 

we are paying for the 

form of collective security 

that is the basis of our 

European policy. Rather 

than do what we are now 

doing—assisting the“West- 

ern democracies in re- 

wa building their own de- 

fenses against the tareats of Communist ag- 

gression—he offers His own concept of a 

cheaper security. It would be acquired by 

leaving Europe to its own resources and 

concentrating on our own air power, with 

the ‘“‘deadly reprisal strategy of a rattle- 

snake.”’ This, he says, would come much 
cheaper. 

Over the years the former President has 
tended repeatedly to underestimate Ameri- 
can capacity to act in times of crises. One 
of the mistakes he made during the period 
of the great depression, which broke under 
his administration, was to underestimate the 
power of the government to remedy condi- 
tions. He was in favor of leaving the econ- 
omy cf the nation to its own resources, with- 


out governmental interference, just as today 


he would leave Western Europe to stew in 
its own juice. 

In those days, too, just as today, Mr. 
Hoover seemed to be concerned more with 
government deficits than with things of 
greater importance. He has been one of the 
disciples of those prophets of doom who con- 
tinuously have warned of approaching bank- 
ruptcy after each rise in the national deficit. 

The most glaring case of Mr. Hoover’s 
weakness for underestimating American ca- 
pacity came after the fall of France, when 
the British were battling to save their own 
islands from invasion. He was in favor of 
our policy of aiding them, but he wanted to 
limit our aid in kind and quantity for fear 
that we might undertake greater burdens 
than our economy could assume. Opposing 
the use of the American Navy for convoy 
purposes in the Atlantic, he was afraid we 
might be drawn into a war which we could 
not win. In 1941, he was estimating the cost 
of transporting an army across the Atlantic 
with dismay. Then came this classical com- 
ment from him: ‘‘No military expert be- 
lieves we could land such an army in Europe 
even if we got it overseas.”’ 

Well, we did land such an army in Eu- 
rope and we laid others down in the Pacific 
besides. And the deficits that terrified his 
sense of economy in the beginning continued 
to mount without the national bankruptcy 
which his gloomy prophecy foresaw.

Dr. Alfred Weinstein Debunks Legend 


Of MacArthur as a Military Leader 


Atlanta — Now that Dug-out-Doug has 
sounded off again as keynote speechifier for 
the Republican convention, and has let us 
know what is wrong with the United States 
Government and Army, and what correc- 
tions he would make, I’d like to lay a few 
things on the line about him. 


MacArthur got his nickname, incidentally, 
during the heavy fighting in the Bataan cam- 
paign because of his alleged predilection for 
the Melinda Tunnel deep in the rocky heart 
of Corregidor. 

He was chief of staff during 1930-35, dur- 
ing which period he said: 

(1) ‘‘Within the next 10 years one plane 
will do the work divided among three types.”’ 
(Attack, fighter and bomber.) Utter non- 
sense. 

(2) *‘The setting up of an independent Air 
Force would diminish its actual efficiency.’’ 
(In his budget message to Congress he asked 
for only $39,000,000 for aircraft and $35,000,- 
000 for field artillery.) 

(3) ‘*The evolution of the mounted trooper 
into the mechanized cavalryman will be- 
come complete only when machines have 
been developed capable of performing every 
function hitherto devolved upon the horse 
(including reproduction of its species and 
production of manure).” He ordered the 
mechanized force disbanded. 

(4) ‘*‘The .50-caliber machine gun is the 
type which offers the greatest possibility for 
defense against fast-moving tanks.’’ 

As field marshal of the Philippine army, 
1935-41, he made a few predictions which are 
enlightening. He said: 

(1) “It has been assumed erroneously in 
my opinion that Japan covets the Philip- 
pines.”’ 

(2) “‘The Philippine situation is sound. 
Twelve Filipino divisions are trained.’ -He 
said this in October, 1941, at which time 
General Grunert, U. S. A., Philippine De- 
partment, had told General Marshall, ‘*The 
Philippine army has had practically no field 
training nor target practice.’’ 

The surprise attack on Pearl Harbor was 
intensively investigated by Congress but the 
equally disastrous attack on the Phillipine 
air and naval installations eight hours later 
was scarcely mentioned. ‘It was almost as 
if there was a conspiracy of silence to pro- 
tect MacArthur,’ said John Gunther. 

The extent to which Dug-out-Doug is 
dazzled by grandstand play and publicity 
build-up is evident from the following choice 
morsels: 

(1) The campaign for Buna, New Guinea, 
was dragging. In desperation, Dug-out-Doug 
said ic General Eichelberger: “If you cap- 
ture this town I’ll give you a Distinguished 
Service Cross. Also, I'll release your name 
for newspaper publicity.”’ 

(2) When Dug-out-Doug left the Philip- 
pines, in his usual poseur manner, he said, 
‘rT shall return.” But the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff felt it was militarily safer to by-pass 
the huge concentrations of Japanese forces 
in the Philippines and’ seize Formosa as an 
invasion base. However, MacArthur out- 
talked them so that ‘he could be photographed 
wading ashore at Leyte. As a result of this 
‘‘Hail the Conquering Hero’”’ play, hundreds 
of thousands of civilians and U. S. troops 
were killed in the resulting Philippine cam- 
paigns. 

(3) When he returned in triumph, radio 
broadcasters in Leyte tried to get permission 
for Admiral Kinkaid to go on the radio and 
tell of the great role the Navy had played 
in getting Dug-out and his forces ashore. 
MacArthur’s press officer refused, saying, 
“Nothing today must distract from the glory 
of the supreme commander.” 

There is one picture of himself that Dug- 
out has presented to the U. S. A., that of a 
simple “‘old soldier who won’t die but will 
merely fade away.” 

There is another thumbnail sketch which 
I should like to present: Dug-out-Doug, the 
military mountebank, whose _ inaccurate 
prophecies resulted in death and disability 
of hundreds of thousands of American sol- 
diers; exploded legendary figure of infalli- 
bility; politically minded military man‘ of 
inordinate ambitions; profaner of the Word 
of God; master propagandist, arrogant and 
vain: frustrated, lonely Alexander; Dug-out- 
Doug—the white mikado. 

Only time will tell which portrait is cor- 
rect.

In a tragic accident to an overloaded 
truck, official report shows that the brakes 
were faulty. Several people might still be 
alive if proper inspection had produced the 
needed repairs. 

Texas put two laws on its book of 
safety statutes last year that are under fire. 
One is the car inspection law and the other 
the driver responsibility law. Neither is per- 
fect. Both should be amended. But—and this 
is a very big but indeed—both should be re- 
tained. 

True, the big majority of car accidents 
are due to faulty driving, a comparatively 
small percentage to defective mechanism. 
But our total death, accident and property 


damage roll for,every given year is high . 


enough for the small percentage of faulty 
cars to be costly indeed. 

If you are killed by the one faulty set 
of brakes in the state, it is still a 100 per 
cent loss to you. : 

We are not going to prevent all accidents. 
But we can not reduce materially the num- 
ber of accidents unless and until we keep 
everlastingly at eradicating all of the causes. 

The more protective statutes that we have, 
the safer we can keep the roads.

say a special word about trees. I love trees. 
The Bible speaks of trees more than 500 
times. This week I have heard anew the 
music ef Sidney Lanier’s “Little gray leaves 
that were kind to Him,” and “The olive 
trees’’ which “had a mind : : 

to Him,” as “Into the 

woods He went.”’ 

Joyce Kilmer died on 
the battlefields of France, 
but he will always be re- 
membered because he 
told us: “I think that I 
shall never see a poem 
lovely as a tree. 

Poems are made by fools 
like me, But only God can 
make a tree.” es. 

There is a story which comes to mind of 
the prayers of three large trees. One prayed 
to be made into a beautiful palace; the sec- 
ond to be a great ship; the third to stay in 
the forest ahd always point to God. 


One day the woodsman came and chopped 
down the first tree, but instead of a palace 
it was made into a common stable, wherein 
was born the fairest Babe in all creation. 
The second tree was made into a ship that 
was launched on the Sea of Galilee, on the 
deck of which stood a tall young man who 
told the multitudes: ‘‘I am come that they 
might have life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly.” 


The third tree was made into a cross, and 
to it men nailed that young man, the loveli-- 
est personality that ever lived on earth, 
Ever since then that cross has been pointing 
men to God. And so the prayer of each tree 
was answered. 

Shakespeare tells us there are sermons 
in stones—there are also sermons in trees.

I thought of that verse in The Song 
of Solomon, ‘‘As the apple tree among the 
trees of the wood, so is my beloved among 
the sons. I sat down under his shadow with 
great delight, and his fruit was sweet to 
my taste.’’ (2:3.) 

Someone has pointed out the apple tree is 
the friendliest of all the trees. Like a mother 
hen it tucks you under the shade of its 
wings. Like a kind father,-it lets you climb 
all over it. It is beautiful in the spring 
with blossoms and in the fall with fruit and 
in the winter covered with snow. 

And there are ‘Apple Tree Men.” They 
are the best kind of men to marry, they

The hero of World War II was 
. ehief of staff when he came to 
Atlanta on April 7, 1947, to receive | 
a tumultuous greeting. He came’ 
on Army Day to address the At-| 
lanta chapter of the Military Or- 
der of the World Wars and to in- 
spect Third Army installations in 
this area. 

Local dignitaries were waiting at 
Dobbins Air Force Base at Mari- 
etta when Eisenhower's silver C-27 
plane touched down. They roared 
a cheer as the ruddy complexioned, 
blue-eyed five-star general emerged 
from the plane and flashed his 
famous grin. 

Ike climbed into the rear seat 
of a yellow convertible to follow 
a motorcycle escort and lead a 

motorcade into Atlanta. | 
' The procession sped down the 
four-lane highway, turned left into 
Pace’s Ferry Road and swept on to 
Buckhead. From Buckhead on into 
Atlanta via Peachtree Road and 
Spring Street, Atlantans by the 
thousands lined the streets to catch 
a view of Eisenhower. | 

Downtown there were tens of 
thousands to roar a welcome as 
,ike grinned and waved. High 
school bands at Five Points and 
along Peachtree Street blared 
away with Sousa marches and 
hulas as a great American perched | 
on the back seat of the convertible 
to receive one of the greatest ova- | 
tions Atlanta has ever given any 
man. 

Boy Scouts were waving the 
Stars and Bars along with the 
Stars and Stripes, and at one point 
Ike gave a snappy salute to the 
flag of the old Confederacy. 

When Mayor Hartsfield compli- 
mented Eisenhower later for that 
salute and compared his entry into 
Atlanta favorably with that of an- 
other great general, Sherman, Ike 
resppnded: 

“Any soldier is proud to salute 
any banner that reminds him of 
the red badge of courage.’’ 

When the general’s motorcade 
reached the Biltmove Hotel, he held 
a brief press conference and com- 
pletely won the reporters with his 
courtesy, his friendliness, and his 
frankness. 

Here, they realized, was a man 
whose truly magnetic personality 
and charm‘ inspired’ confidence, 
friendliness and loyalty. This man, 
smiling, relaxed, poised, was not 
just another man. He was, they 
realized at once, a real] leader of 
men—a soldier and a gentleman 
deserving of the stamp of greatness 
and of all the plaudits that came 
his way. 

Again at the Military Order of 
the World Wars banquet in the 
crowded Ansley Hotel dining room, 
Ike captivated his audience. He 
Jaughed and joined Emory Univer- 
sity singers in a rendition of the 
‘‘Beer Barrel Polka.’’ And he stood 
gravely as they sang ‘‘The Lord’s 
Prayer.”’ | 

Then he proceeded to hold his 
audience spellbound with his elo-

Robert T. Bryan Jr., who has 
spent most of his life in China, 
said the spinal injection ‘‘took 


all my volition away from me” ' 


and that the Communists ‘‘more 
or less dictated’’ the signed 
“‘confessions’’ of crimes they 
charged hé committed as munic- 
ipal advocate of the Shanghai 
International Settlement. 

He said the injection was given 
to him in a Shanghai jail after 
he was found unable to make a 
‘‘suitable confession’”’ following a 
month-long Communist interro- 
gation. 

Bryan, who was arrested Feb: 
11, 1951, said he spent most of 
the time as a prisoner in a nine- 
by-five foot cell. He said-that in 
the first series of questioning by 
the Communists he was beaten 
with a rubber hose and hand- 
cuffed so tightly that the blood 
circulation to his hands was cut 
off.

Mobile southpaw Bob Ludwick probably is the only pitcher in 
baseball who can’t remember the exact date of the last game 
he lost. It isn’t that Ludwick has a faulty te hasn't 
tasted defeat in almost a year.

As Southern Association clubs head 
towards the homestretch, Ludwick 
is the owner of a dozen straight vic- 
tories. He hasn’t had a blot on his 
record since Birmingham licked him,

He doesn't have a favorite cousin, 
like Cracker nemesis Tom Hurd.

As he 
moved up with the Giants, he gave prom- 
ise of a long and sterling career, until he 
made the tragic mistake of his life in 
1946. 


That was the year he fell for the tempta-| 
tion of the Mexican League, and went off to 
join the Pasquel brethers along with some’! 
of the major leagues’ bigger names. After) 
his Mexican League boom collapsed, Adams 
came back to his secluded farm, near Iron 
City, and except for an occasional semi-pro 
appearance, had been inactive since 1947. 

In his few attempts at pitching, Adams 
found baseball law daring him, and even as 
he took the wheel at Fitzgerald he found other 
baseball officials reluctant to deal with, this 
in spite of the fact that he had been restored 
to good standing in the game by Happy Chan- 
dler’s surprise edict in 1949. 

He and his family will live out the year 
in Fitzgerald, but Adams’ future after 1952 
is undecided. 

New successor Ridgway is a record- 
maker himself. The 26-year-old infielder 
stole 81 bases at Fitzgerald in 1948, and 
it’s still a Georgia State League standard. 
He has had trials at Macon and with 
Pampa of the West Texas-New Mexico 
League, but has spent the bulk of his 
career in the same Class D league. 

But the story in Fitzgerald Friday was 
Adams, the courageous old pro who gave his 
comeback everything he had, but he didn’t 
have enough.

Ace Adams, a man once noted for fin- 
ishing what other pitchers started, fired him- 
self as playing manager of the Fitzgerald Pio- 
neers in the Georgia State League Friday. 
Thus, one of baseball’s historic and most con- 
troversial active careers is ended. 

Adams will remain as president of the 
Class D club,. and it was in that capacity that 
he was saddled with the responsibility of dis- 
missing himself as manager. He appointed 
second baseman Charley Ridgway, who fin- 
ished the 1951 season as manager of the Pio- 
neers, to succeed him. 


It was actually one of the bitterest 
turns in the often-spectacular, often-tragic 
baseball life of the old right-hander. He 
had figured on a comeback this season at 
the age of 40, and had bought the Fitz- 
gerald club outright for the privilege of 
trying. 

“But it hasn’t worked out,” he said. “I 
can see it myself, and it’s time to do some- 
thing about it.’’ 

The Pioneers started the race _ strong, 
drew well at the gate, but then hit a down- 
draft that has dropped them to fifth place. 
A serious decline in attendance also contrib- 
uted to the call for a, change. 

But nothing caused Adams more grief 
than his own particular failure as a pitcher. 
He had figured first to work as a starter. 
Then he reduced his ambition to relief pitch- 
ing, in which department he smashed all Na-
